We have sometimes thought that, in the effort to make 
the department show a surplus instead of a deficit, efficiency 
has been sacrificed to economy in some respects under the preset 
administration, though perhaps this is unjust in view of the extraor- 
dinary conditions which unite to hamper mail service in war-time. 
Be that as it may, however, there can be no difference of opinion 
as to the value of the parcel post service. It has made good in 
every respect, and now we would not know how to do without it.

It is 
that no matter how much an individual or a country may dissent 
from the ultimate aims of Japan, in the Far East in general and in 
China in particular, Japan has always been scrupulously exact in 
respecting her good faith once it has been pledged. There is no 
reason to doubt, there is indeed every reason to feel perfectly se- 
cure, that whatever arrangement Japan may now make with the 
Allies she will adhere to to the letter. When that agreement comes 
to an end she will feel herself at liberty to again advance her own 
interests in her own way, but that she will keep absolutely loyal any 
treaty into which she may enter, for participation in the war in 
Siberia or Russia, is just as certain as the want of faith with which 
the German government treated its pledged word, in the matter of 
Belbium and Luxembourgh, and with respeet to the various Hague 
conventions. 

Weighing all these considerations deliberately, and regarding 
their relation to the condition of affairs in the world at the present 
moment, it would seem as if the best way to meet the latest out- 
break of German energy would be to utilize the services of Japan 
in the Far East, and to attempt to overcome the tendeney of cer- 
tain allied factors to be overcome by the gas attacks organized in 
Berlin.

MAIL SERVICE 
At the beginning of the war the 


postoffice department announced its 


opposition to any curtailment or r 
striction of the postal service, and 
in the face of adverse conditions has 
endeavored to maintain this poliey 
The disarrangement of traffic con 
ditions throughout the country inci 
dent to war is no doubt generally 
recognized, but it is felt that if one 
feature is brought clearly to the at 
tention of the business world much

Rearrangements effected, from 
time to time, with a view to expe- 
diting shipments of war material 
have brought about a large reduc 
tion in facilities available for trans 
portation of the mails.
